Claim(s) 7, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being 
unpatentable over Heine as set forth in the rejection of claim(s) 1-6 
and 8-10 above, and further in view of official notice of common 
knowledge in the art, or, in the alternative, engineering design 
choice. 

The examiner finds that it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to provide the additional feature (s) in question since it was known 
in the art to do so to provide the function(s) disclosed. 

Alternatively, the examiner finds that the broad provision of 
this/these features vis-a-vis that/those disclosed by the reference
